El Paso, Texas. May 28.—Thursday 
morning the river showed a rise of six 
nches over Wednesday night, and the 
water was sweeping down the river at 
a terrific rate. Early in the morning 
the head gate of the canal, which is 
above the levee, began to give'way, and 
SOO men with logs, sacks of sand and 
willow bales, were put to work to pre­ 
vent a break, while about 1,000 men 
were stretched along the improvised 
levee at the other side of the city, 
where the water co n tin u ed to creep up.
